The exchange of our prifoners of 
war for an equal number of Britifh prifoners, continues to 
be made with great punGtuality between thé officers of the 
two nations. Mr J. Blockham, one of the Engtith captains 
who was among thofe prifoners that were addrefled to the 
Commiflary of the Court of London, at Lisbon, has writ- 
ten to the Comte de Fernan Nunnez; Ambaffador to his 
Catholic Majey in Portugal, returning thanks both in his 
own name, and in thofe of the officers, and other indivi- 
duals of his nation, who-hal been made ptifoners at Lugo,

Advices from Surat inform us, that in January laft Gen. 
Goddard moved from that neighbourhood, after being rein- 
forced from Bombay by 400 Europeans and 2000 feapoys, 
under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel James Hartley, 
and very quickly appeared before Brodrah, where he con- 
cluded a treaty, fuppofed to be, that General Goddard 
fhould put Futter Sury in poffeflion of the city of Amada- 
bad, in lieu of the ceded and mortgaged territories madein 
the beginning of this war to us, which were now imagined 
to be made over, iz perpetuo, to the Englifh, According- 
ly General Goddard marched to Amadabad, and on the 
15th of February, at three in the morfing, Colonel Hart- 
ley’s divifion was to make the attack,, and that gentleman to 
conduct it, which he performed in fo judicious a manner, 
that, notwithtanding the rath refiftance of the Arab infan- 
try, it was carried with very little lofs,on our fide, though 
2000 of the Arabs, and others, fell, and public thanks were 
given to the Colonel for his conduct. M jor Spucth, with 
the reit of the troops, marched into town, but he unfortu- 
nately ttraying from his mea, as he imagined matters were 
entirely over, was met by a few ftraggling Arabs, who at- 
tacked and wounded him fo defperately, that he furvived 
but a few days. 

Matters beiug thus adjufted at Amadabad, we hear the 
General is marching towards Bafluin with great expedition, 
(having difencumbered his army of their heavy baggage at 
Cambay, to be from thence fent fouthward, ) it is imagined 
to reduce this place according to Ragoobay’s treaty, for the 
Englith to poifefs, That Mahajee Sindee, and ‘Tookajee 
Holkar, were at the hwad of 30,000 Mahrattas in the neigh- 
bourhood of our army, not, it is thought, to oppofe, as it

Part of the work might be executed fn 
Scotland, part ia England, and part in America. In thort, 
that it was next to impoflible to coudefcend upon thefe eir- 
cimitauces in the cafe of a forgery; that the profecators 
had done all that was incumbent upon them, having conde- 
fcended upon the time aiid place when and where the crime 
commenced, which was the uttering the forged notes, 
Their Lordthips, for thefe réafons; pronounced the ufurl 
interlocutor, finding the libel relevant tp infer the pains of 
law, and remitting the fame to the knowledge of an aillize, 
which was immediately chofer and fivdrn. in. The ‘Clerk 
thea proceeded to'read tothe fury the decreet of the Court 
of Seflion, containing the proceedings. before that Court, 
aug the proof taken in confequesice thereaf » which being G- 
niined, Me Edward Macormick moved, dn the part of the 
pannel, that a very material witnefs, Who could not be 
found during the inveitigation before the Court of Seffion, 
but whom they had fince difcovered, might: now. be exami- 
ned, This was the occafion of a very learned and auimated 
debate. It was fupporteds on the part of the profecutors, 
hy the Lord Advocate, ‘and on'that of ‘the pannel by Mr 
George Fergufon and Mr George Buchan-Hepbura.

A canfe concerning the liberty of the fubje€, which lias 
been fome time in dependence’ before* the. Cgurt-of Seffion, 
wis determined on Thurfday lafts : 

About two years ago, a mob affembled at. Montrofe, in 
order to obflrué the thipping fome meal at that port. Five 
men were then apprehended, and adjudged by the Juttices, 
under the authority of the imprefs at, to ferve as foldiers. 
Thofe men were taken from among: the mob, for not dif- 
perfing after the riot act had been'twice read, but it did not 
appear that they were otherwife concerned, than as on- 
lookers; at leaft, there was no’ evidenee: of their being ac- 
tive in the riot, and they followed oecupations, by whieh 
they got a livelihood. An action for recovering their liber- 


ty, and for damages againft the Jufigess was brought by 


thefe five men, for the illepal exercife.of the powers velted 
in the faid fultices by the ftatute. The. pleadings of the 
counfel on both fides were very able aad ingenious: Some 
informalities appear to have been committed by the Jufli- 


ces, which were not wacrante i by the dlatate, which, as it 


encroaches on the liberty of the dubje@, it was contended, 
ought to be Uberally interpreted. The Couct, after.hear- 
ing parties at great length, difcharged the five, men, but de- 
ferred the contideration of damages till their next meeting 
in November. Perhaps this may be a qneftion of fome dif 
ficulty ; oa the one hand, thefe men have been out of em- 
ployment, and detained prifoners for two years ;, and being 
befides put to great expences to recewer their, liberty, will, 
without doubt, be entitled to compenfation. On the other 
hand, fultices, acting as judges, withgnt,fes or reward, are 
but in an aukward fitustion, if theyoare Hable to. make good 
all damages, which every blunder er érror in judgment may. 
lead them to commit, although we by no means. pretend. to 
fay, whether, in this cafe, there might not be more inju- 
{tice committed than merely an-éfror in judgment. 

A cafe in point was cited by the profecutors, where a man 
in London was illegally comprehended by Juitice Wilmot 
on the fame ftatute, who pleaded aa error in judgment j and 
although the man was in cuftody only.a few days, yet he 
obtained in the Court-of King’s Bench ane hundred pounds
